Name of Proposal: BRAGET BRIDGE 
 
Description of Proposal:  
The Nisqually Indian Tribe, Department of Natural Resources is proposing to rebuild the 
damaged bridge that crosses Red Salmon Slough on tribally owned land. This will be 
accomplished by removing an estimated 52 old creosote treated pilling of various sizes and 
remnant bridge elements, and replacing it with 10 new pilings and a new bridge deck. The bridge 
will be used for fish and hunting access as well as be part of a future educational/interpretive 
trail.  
The removal of the creosote pilings will follow WDFW's recommendation of removing them if 
possible as a whole or excavating and capping them if they break during the removal process. 
The new pilings will be installed using a vibratory pile driver to minimize impact to surrounding 
fish and wildlife. Most work will be completed from a barge.  
Due to the fact that creosote treated pilings will be removed, the pile driving methods, no bank 
hardening requirements, and minimal impact to native vegetation, no mitigation will be required.
